Romulus Home Invasion Leads to Homicide 


A 35-year-old Inkster man died on 
Friday, June 10, after allegedly break- 
ing into a home on the 15000 block of 
Oakbrookin Romulus. The homeowner, 
who was in the house at the time, shot 
the Inksterman, who ran from the house 
and died a short distance away. 

Detective Sergeant Dennis Felice, 
the officer in charge of the investigation, 
reported that Romulus police officers 


responded to the "home invasion: man 
with a gun" call at approximately 12:30 
a.m. The dead man, whose identity is 
being withheld pending positive identifi- 
cation and notification of next-of-kin, 
was armed with a loaded 9mm auto- 
matic pistol. 

The possibility that there was an 
accomplice in the break-in is still being 
investigated. 


According to Felice, the Romulus 
homeowner has cooperated with police, 
and initial evidence appears to bear out 
his statement. He is not being held in 
custody. 

The results of the police investiga- 
tion will be forwarded to the Wayne 
County Prosecutor's Office to see if 
charges against the homeowner are 
warranted.

Hauter Letter Disputed 
To the Editor: 

As president of RECAP (Romulus 
Environmentalists Care About People), 
I find that Todd Hauter's recent "Letter to 
the Editor" (TRN, May 6, 2005) contains 
some inaccurate information. 

First, it should be noted that the 
Environmental Disposal Systems, Inc. 
(EDS) injection-well was a "hard sell" 
from all levels of government — local 
(Romulus City Hall), state (Michigan 
Department of Environmental Quality), 
and federal (Environmental Protection 
Agency). Remember: They wanted to 
issue the permits from the get-go. 

The well issue did face opposition 
from leaders like former Governor John 
Engler and former MDEQ director Russ 
Harding. It pitted legislator against leg- 
islator, councilman against councilman, 
and — saddest of all — neighbor against 
neighbor, and led to threats of million- 
dollar lawsuits that could bankrupt the 
City. For a very long time, the well issue 
tore our community apart. Some be- 
lieve it cost former Mayor Beverly 
McAnally her bid for reelection in 1995. 

It was difficult, at times, to keep up 
the good fight. Fifteen years later, we 


are still facing the unknown, with more - 


public hearings on the horizon. (The 
next one will be held at Romulus High 
School on Thursday, June 30, at 7 p.m. 
Hope to see you there.) Today, many 
people are as determined to fight the 
EDS injection well as they were when 
that first Romulus City Council resolu- 
tion was passed on December 10, 1990. 

Some chose to do nothing to op- 
pose the well until it was politically cor- 
rect to do so, or until they decided to 
seek public office, but Debbie Romak — 
who, in 1993, was just another con- 
cerned mother in our community — 
helped to co-found RECAP a full two 
years before eventually running for Rom- 
ulus City Council in 1995. 

Since her election 10 years. ago, 
Councilwoman Romak has been the 
people's voice on many issues, and few 
have equaled her dedication to the citi- 
zens of Romulus. In the past 15 years, 
she has never missed a public hearing/ 
meeting or court date about the EDS 
injection well. Before Councilwoman 
Romak was ever elected to office, she 
was the first to testify in the attempts to 
ban commercial hazardous injection 
wells in the State of Michigan. She 
helped to unite efforts with every envi- 
ronmental group inthe state, even reach- 
ing out to other states that already lived 
the nightmare of hosting an injection 
well. She also worked with Dr. Bunyan 
Bryant (University of Michigan) to make 
a documentary on environmental jus- 
tice, and filed two environmental justice 
complaints against the EPA. 

With all due respect, Mr. Hauter, | 
ask you: How many letters have you 


submitted to urge denial of the well? 
How many pages of testimony have you 
submitted? How many petition drives 
have you organized? How many pro- 
tests have you attended? 

And how active was Alan R. Lambert 
in the well fight before he ran for mayor, 
in the days when he was a Romulus 
police officer? One would think that the 
well would have been an issue of spe- 
cial concern to him, even then, consid- 
ering that local policemen would be 
among the first responders if an acci- 
dentor spill occurred. Yet, if my memory 
serves me correctly, his activity or vis- 
ibility became apparent only after he 
announced his candidacy in 2001. 

Whether you want to admit it or not, 
Mr. Hauter, Debbie Romak has been a 
good councilwoman. Maybe you are 
trying to discredit her achievements 
because you have your own political 
agenda (running for City Council this 
November). Yes, Debbie has been a 
well-deserved recipient of numerous 
environmental achievement awards for 
outstanding grassroots leadership in 
protecting Michigan's environment. She 
was the first recipient of the Petoskey 
Prize; was awarded a $5,000 prize from 
the Michigan Environmental Council 
Ecology Center of Ann Arbor; and re- 
ceived the first South East Michigan 
Coalition on Occupational Safety and 
Health award for protecting working men 
and women outside the workplace. 
Councilwoman Romak has also received 
a Certificate of Special Congressional 
Recognition—presented by former Con- 
gresswoman Lynn Rivers — for her out- 
standing and invaluable service to the 
City of Romulus, as well as a special 
tribute — presented by State Senator 
Raymond E. Basham — for her invalu- 
able contributions to our city. It's too bad 
that her commitment to serving others 
intimidates you, Mr. Hauter — or maybe 
you are making your attacks because 
she is a candidate in the mayoral race. 

Youare right about one thing: every- 
one is entitled to his/her opinion (judg- 
ment, belief, notion, persuasion). | won't 
be so out of line as to tell you that your 
opinion is in error. | will politely tell you 
that! don't agree with the biased opinion 
that you have formed about Council- 
woman Romak. 

Itis my opinion—and, obviously, the 
opinion of many others — that Council- 
woman Romak has served our commu- 
nity with leadership, integrity, and ac- 
countability for 10 years.

The Romulus High School—Gen- 
eral Motors Powertrain Robotics Team 
recently set an all-time program record 
by finishing 22nd at the FIRST (For 
Inspiration and Recognition of Science 
and Technology) national competition.
